Report of the Particular Council of the Bronx 


Society of St. Vincent De Paul 
Year Ending September 30, 1923 


In submitting this Report, and for the information of some who 
may not be familiar with the history, aims and objects of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, it might perhaps be stated that 
the purpose for which the Society was founded was the spiritual 
advancement and benefit of the members themselves. 

The means it offers to the attainment of this end are the visi- 


~C tation of the poor in their homes, bringing them the spiritual and

material relief of which they may have need, and the performance 
of other corporal and spiritual works of mercy. 
The Society is not primarily a relief-giving agency, nor is it 


A composed mostly of old men whose only duty is to distribute food 
~~ tickets to needy families. It was founded in 1833 by young men 


for yoting men, and these are particularly invited to join its ranks. 
It makes no public appeal for members, as only those having a 
natural inclination for its requirements and a love for their neigh- 
bor, and also the desire and will to give of their time and their 
service in helping others, would have the necessary qualifications 


~ for membership. But there are many Catholic men possessing all 


these qualifications who are not members of the Society, avd to 
these we extend a hearty welcome to help in our work. 

Our Rules declare that ‘‘no work of charity should be regarded 
as foreign to the Society,’’ and ‘‘the title of the poor to our com- 
miseration is poverty itself without respect of persons, and we 
are not to inquire whether they belong to any party or sect in 
particular.’’ It will thus be seen that the possibilities of extend- 


) ing the beneficent influences of the Society are without limit. 


The work of the Society was begun in the Bronx in 1374 with 
the organization of the Conference of St. Jerome, and the Par- 
ticular Council of the Bronx, which was organized in 1911, with 
nine Conferences, now comprises thirty-two Conferences with 
a membership of 454. It is gratifying to state that two more of 
our pastors are arranging to form Conferences in their parishes, 
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OUR SPIRITUAL DIRECTORS 


During the year a change in the Spiritual Directorship of the 
Council accurred. Rev. Wm. A. Courtney, who had served as 
our Director since the organization of the Council in 1911 was 
promoted to the pastorate of St. Stephen’s Church in Man- 
hattan. For eleven years he labored ably and zealously for the up- 
building of the Society in the Bronx and the present status of our 
organization in the Borough is due primarily to his initiative, wise . 
counsel and direction. 

He so endeared himself to our members by his genial and 
cordial relations with them that his departure was keenly felt. 
Our sense of appreciation will cause us ever to keep him in grate- 
ful and affectionate remembrance. 

However, we have had great cause for rejoicing in the fact 
that His Grace Archbishop Hayes has selected a most worthy 
successor to our former Spirtiual Director in the person of Rev. 
Joseph F. Rummel, D. D., Pastor of St. Anthony’s Church in 
Kast 166th Street. 

Dr. Rummel had always manifested a keen interest in the 
work of the Society and since his appointment has been pres- 
ent at every meeting, keeping in close touch with our activities 
and rendering most effective service by his timely and practical 
advice. We hupe and pray that Dr. Rummel may remain with us 
many years to inspire and direct us in our work for God’s poor, 


BEATIFICATION OF FREDERIC OZANAM 


The Council General of the Society decided early this year 
that the time was opportune for introducing at Rome the Cause 
of the beatification of our revered founder, Frederic Ozanam, and 
notified the Conferences throughout the world to that effect, 
appealing for their aid in effectively presenting the Cause. Hach 
Conference was asked to make known its opinion, in the hope 
that the result would be an unanimous approval of the steps taken 
by the Council General. 

When this matter was brought to the attention of our Con- 
ferences, each one of the 32 gave enthusiastic approval, many 
expressing their decision in earnest and eloquent terms and 
pledging themselves to assist further in any way that might be 
desired or deemed necessary. The prayers suggested for the re- 
alization of our expectations and for the success of this most worthy 
Cause are being recited by the members of all our Conferences at 
all of our meetings. 


PARISH WORK OF CONFERENCES 


The principal work conducted by Parish Conferences throug h- 
out the world is the conservation of the home, to the end that the 
family may be kept intact, and that all of its members may be- 
come self-respecting and law abiding citizens in adhering to the 
teachings of our holy religion. This is accomplished by visitation 
in their homes as the principal means of attaining the object of our 
membership; but this does not call for all the time or all the ser- 
vices of our entire membership. We are fortunate in having a 
sufficient number of members to permit of adding other activities 
which are closely related to our work in the home,

HONORARY MEMBERS AND SUBSCRIBERS’ 


Catholic men who are unable to render personal service through 
active membership may nevertheless become honorary members 
of the Society and share in the many Spiritual benefits granted 
to them as such, and to their families. 

Unlike the active members, who make their donations at the 
weekly meetings of their Conferences, the honorary members inake 
an annual contribution to the general fund. This yearly offering 
and a desire to participate in the same works of charity are the 
only requirements. They also receive invitations to, and are ex- 
pected to attend, the General Meetings, Retreats, Masses and 
other pious ceremonies of the Society.’ 

Subscribers—Any person, Catholic or non-Catholic, may be- 
come a subscriber to the Society; such persons are known as 
Benefactors, and are specially remembered in the prayers at every 
meeting. 


CENTRAL OFFICE 


In every community where there is a large Catholic population 
it has become absolutely necessary to maintain a Central Office or 
Bureau, to meet the needs daily arising for prompt and efficient 
service for emergency attention and relief in behalf of the poor. 

Our Particular Council has maintained such a Bureau or Head- 
quarters for several years past, and it has been developing and 
growing in efficiency until it may be truly said that to-day no case 
of need for emergency relief fails to secure immediate attention. 

During the past year 623 Catholic families residing in the Bronx 
were referred to our office. ‘These were given advice or informa~ 
tion required in the solution of their troubles, or received emer- 
gency relief. 

Many applications for relief and service were also received at 
the office from the Department of Public Welfare, from Pastors 
and various charitable agencies (Catholic and non-Catholic) as 
well as from individuals, all of which were promptly and thorough- 
ly investigated and disposed of as the varying conditions de- 
manded. 


BURIALS OF DEPENDENT POOR 


Heretofore, poor dependent Catholics who died in our hospitals 
and who were found after careful investigation to have no relatives 
or friends, were buried by the City in Potters Field. 

When this sad condition was brought to our notice a personal 
appeal was made to His Grace Archbishop Hayes, who promptly 
directed that such interments should no longer be permitted and 
that decent Christian burials should be provided for. This has 
since been done, Catholic Charities providing or supplementing 
the amounts necessary*for the purpose. During the past yeat we 
have arranged for burial in consecrated ground of ten dependent 
poor who would otherwise have been buried in Potters Field. In 
one case our investigation discovered relatives who gladly and 
gratefully took charge of the funeral.

SPECIAL WORKS 
HOSPITALS 


The General Hospital Committee of the Particular Counzil is 
composed of members from the various Conferences in the Bronx 
who volunteer their services for this work. 

Sub-Committees of 2 to 5 members visit the hospitals on Sun- 
day morning, exercising themselves in the spiritual and corporal 
works of Mercy. Catholic papers, magazines, and papers in Eng- 
lish, German, Italian and Hebrew are distributed, and the Cath- 
olic patients receive in addition Rosarv beads, scapular medals, 
Sacred Heart badges, crucifixes, etc. Eye glasses are also given 
when needed. Every hospital in the Borough is visited weekly 
viz: Lincoln, House of Calvary, Home of Incurables, Fordham, 
Seton, St. Joseph, St. Francis, Riverside on North Brother's Is- 
land, and Montefiore Home (Hebrew) 

Blind Catholic patients are taken from the Institute for the Des- 
titute Blind to Mass every Sunday in autos. 

The radiophone installed by our Particular Council last year in 
the House of Calvary for Incurable Cancer is a source of pleasure 
for the poor patient sufferers in this institution. 


VISITATION OF CONFERENCES 

Our Rule recommends and urges us to develop and foster cor 
dial and helpful intercourse among our Conferences and their 
members. 

With this object in view we have organized committees for the 
visitation of Conferences. One Committee covers the lower sec- 
tion of our Borough and another the upper section. 

Each Conference is visited at the time of its weekly meeting, 
twice a year, by a sub-Committee of these general Committees, 
consisting of two or three members, and the results of the visits 
are reported to the Particular Council. 

The visits are made in a most friendly spirit without arly pur- 
pose of criticising, but if slips are discovered, it has always been 
found that helpful advice proves welcome when it becomes nec- 
essary to offer it for the welfare of the Conference and its poor. 

The visits are of benefit alike to the members who make them 
and to those visited, developing fraternal unity and cooperation 
and a greater and better spirit of Christian personal service in our 
work. 


_ Festivals and General Meetings of the Society 


The Rule of the Society of St. Vincent de Paul sets apart four 
days in each year on which all member are required to hear Mass, 
receive Holy Communion and attend the General meeting. 

Plenary indulgences are granted to the members on these 
dates, which have been fixed by Briefs of the Sovereign Pontiffs, 
which are observed by the members throughout the world, and 
which cannot be changed by local authorities, viz: 

1. The first Sunday in Lent. 

2. The second Sunday after Easter; (Anniversary of the 
translation of the relics of St. Vincent de Paul. ) 

3. Feast of St. Vincent de Paul (July 19) or the Sunday 
immediately following. 

4, Feast of the Immaculate Conception (Dec. 8) or the 
Sunday immediately following. 
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From the time of the organization of the Particular Council 
in 1911 until 1915, these festivals of the Society were celebrated 
in St. Augustine’s Church and School Hall on Franklin Ave., 
but since that time we have received from many Pastors invita- 
tions to come to their parishes on these occasions, and our 
General meetings have since been held as follows:

Report of the Particular Council of The Bronx 
Society of St. Vincent De Paul 
Year Ending September 30, 1924 


For the information of some who may not be familiar with 


-the history, aims and objects of the Society of St. Vincent de 


Paul, it might perhaps be stated in submitting this report 
that the purpose for which the Society was founded was the 
spiritual advancement and ktenefit of the members themselves. 

The means it offers to the attainment of this end are the visi- 
tation of the poor in their homes,bringing them the spiritual and 
material relief of which they may have need, and the perform- 
ance of other corporal and spiritual works of mercy. 

The Society is not primarily a relief-giving agency, nor is 
it composed mostly of old men whose only duty is to distribute 
food tickets to needy families. It was founded in 1833 by young 
men for young men, and these are particularly invited to join its 
ranks. It makes no public appeal for members, as only those 
having a natural inclination for its requirements and a love for 
their neighbor, and also the desire and will to give of their time 
and their service in helping others, would have the necessary 
qualifications for membership. But there are many Catholic men 
possessing all these qualifications who are not members of the 
Society, and to these we extend a hearty welcome to help in our 
work. 

Our Rules declare that “‘no work of charity should be 
regarded as foreign to the Society,’’ and “‘the title of the poor to 
our commiseration is poverty itself without respect of persons, 
and we are not to inquire whether they belong to any party or 
sect in particular.’’ It will thus be seen that the possibilities of 
extending the beneficent influences of the Society are without 
limit. 

The work of the Society was begun in The Bronx in 1874 
with the organization of the Conference of St. Jerome. The 
Particular Council of The Bronx, which was organized in 1911, 
with nine Conferences. now comprises thirty-three Conferences 
with a membership of 395. It is a pleasure to state that four 
more Pastors in our Borough have expressed their intention of 
forming” Conferences in their parishes. 
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HONORARY MEMBERS AND SUBSCRIBERS 

Catholic men who are unable to render personal service through 
active membership may nevertheless become honorary members 
of the Society and share in the mary Spiritual benefits granted 
to them as such, ard to their families. 

Unlike the active members. who make their donations at the 
weekly meetings of their Conferences. the honorary members inake 
an annual contribution tothe general fund. This yearly offering 
and a desire to participate in the same works of charity are the 
only requirements. They also receive invitations to, and are ex- 
pected to attend the General Meetings, Retreats, Masses and. 
other pious ceremonies of the Society. 

Subscribers—Any person, Catholic or non-Catholic, may be- 
come a subscriber to the Society; such persons are known as 
Benefactors, and are specially remembered in the prayers at every 
meeting. 

BEATIFICATION OF FREDERIC OZANAM 

The Council General of the Society decided last year that the 
time was opportune for introducing at Rome the Cause of the be- 
atification of our revered founder, Frederic Ozanam, and noti- 
fied the Conferences throughout the world to that effect, appeal- 
ing for their aid in effectively presenting the Cause. Each Con- 
ference was asked to make known its opinion, in the hope that 
the result would be unanimous approval of the steps taken by 
the Council- General. 

When this matter was brought to the attention of our Conferences, 
each one of the 32 gave enthusiastic approval, many expressing 
their decision in earnest and eloquent terms aud pledging them- 
selves to assist further in any way that might be desired or 
deemed necessary. The prayers suggested for the realization of 
our expectations and for the success of this most worthy Cause 
are being recited hy the members of all our Conferences at all 
of our meetings. 

Responses approving this action of the Council General were 
received from 884 Conferences throughout the United States. 
These were bound in one volume which has been recently sent 
by the Superior Council to the Council-General. 


CENTRALHORBICH 

In every community where there is a large Catholic population 
it bas become absolutely necessary to maintain a Central Office or 
Bureau, to meet the needs daily arising for prompt and efficient 
service, for emergency attention and relief in behalf of the poor. 

Our Particular Council has maintained such a Bureau or Head- 
quarters for several years past, and it has been developing and 
growing in efficiency until it maybe truly said that to-day no case 
of need for emergency relief fails to secure immediate attention. 

During the past year 689 Catholic families residing in The Bronx 
were referred to our office. These were given advice or informa- 
tion required in the solution of their troubles, or received emer- 
gency help. 

Many applications for relief and service were also received at 
the office from the Department of Public Welfare, from Pastors 
and various charitable agencies (Catholic and non-Catholic) as 
well as from individuals, all of which were promptly and thorough- © 
ly investigated and disposed of as the varying conditions de- 
manded.

* SPECIAL WORKS : a 
HosPITALs 


The General Hospital Committee of the Particular Council is 
composed of members from the various Conferences in the Bronx 
who volunteer their services for this work. 

Sub-Committees of 2 to 5 members visit the hospitals on Sun- 
day morning, exercising themselves in the spiritual and corporal 
works of Mercy. Catholic papers, magazines, and papers in Eng- 
lish, German, Italian and Hebrew are distributed, and the Cath- 
olic patients receive in addition Rosary beads, scapular medals, . 
Sacred Heart badges, crucifixes, etc. Eye glasses are also given 
when needed. Every hospital in the Borough is visited weekly 
viz.: Lincoln, House of Calvary, Home of Incurables, Fordham, 
Seton, St. Joseph, St. Francis, Riverside on North Brother’s 
Island, and Montefiore Home (Hebrew). 

Blind Catholic patients are taken from the Institute for the 
Destitute Blind to Mass every Sunday in autos. 


VISITATION OF CONFERENCES 


Our Rule recommends us to develop and foster cordial and 
helpful intercourse among our Conferences and their members. 

With this object in view we have organized committees for the 
visitation of Conferences. One Committee covers the lower sec- 
tion of our Borough and another the upper section. 

Each Conference is visited at the time of its weekly meeting, 
twice a year, by a sub-Committee of these general Committees, 
consisting of two or three members, and the results of the visits 
are reported to the Particular Council. 

The visits are made in a most friendly spirit without any pur- 
pose of criticising, but if slips are discovered, it has always been 
found that helpful advice proves welcome when it becomes neces- 
sary to offer it for the welfare of the Conference and its poor. 

The visits are of benefit alike to the members who make them 
and to those visited, developing fraternal unity and cooperation 
and a better spirit of Christian personal service in our work. 


BuRIAL OF DEPENDENT Poor 


Heretofore, poor dependent Catholics who died in our hoe 
pitals and who were found after careful investigation to have 
no relatives or friends, were buried by the City in Potter’s Field. 

For the past two years, following the directions of His Emi- 
nence Cardinal Hayes, we have been able, in co-operation with 
Catholic Charities, which provides or supplements the necessary 
expense, to prevent such burials. During last year we arranged 
for the interment in consecrated ground of 13 dependent poor, 
who would otherwise have been buried in ‘Potter’s Field. 


COOPERATION 


Complying with the wish of our Most Reverend Archbishop 
that the needs and wants of the poor in every parish be carefully 
investigated and that they be given the relief required to meet 
their necessities, prompt attention was given by our Central Office 
‘to the 212 cases which were referred to us by Catholic Charities. 
A thorough examination was made in each case, results reported, 
and the necessary financial or material assistance provided. 
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FESTIVALS AND GENERAL MEETINGS OF THE 
SOC] Ea 


The Rule of the Society of St. Vincent de Paul sets apart four 
days in each year on which all members are required to hear 
Mass, receive Holy Communion and attend the General meeting. 

Plenary indulgences are granted to the members on these dates, 
which have been fixed by Briefs of the Sovereign Pontiffs, which 
are observed by the members throughout the world, and which 
cannot be changed by local authorities, viz. : 


1. The first Sunday in Lent. 

2. The second Sunday after Easter, (Anniversary of the 
translation of the relics of St. Vincent de Paul). 

3. Feast of St. Vincent de Paul (July 19) or the Sunday 
immediately following. 

4. Feast of the Immaculate Conception (Dec. 8) or the Sunday 
immediately following. , 

From the time of the organization of the Particular Council 
in 1911 until 1915, these festivals of the Society were celebrated 
in St. Augustine’s Church and School Hall on Franklin Ave., 
but since that time we have received from many Pastors invita- 
tions to come to their parishes on these occasions, and our General 
meetings have since been held as follows:
